Thk  action  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies 
commission  in  recommending  a  reconsid- 
eration of  the  contract  for  sanitary  improve- 
ments in  this  city  in  order  to  submit  the 
questions  involved  to  fuller  study,  is  one 
which  merits  the  Warmest  approbation.  Il 
may  lie  prejudicial  to  delay  action  lor  any 
length  of  lime,  but  the  chances  are  thai 
hasty,  ill-considered  action  will  be  even 
worse.  However  great  the  necessity  fur 
improving  the  sanitary  condition  ol  the  city, 
there  is  certainly  no  urgency  that  will  war- 
rant the  waste  of  millions  in  experiments 
and  doubtful  schemes.  There  is  much  that 
can  be  done  from  day  to  day — and  which 
ought  to  be  done  without  one  moment's 
delay — whicli  will  interfere  with  no  general 
plan  of  improvements  and  which  must  be 
done  no  matter .  what  scheme  is  adopted. 
Certain  old  streets  must  be  widened  and 
straightened,  pavements  must  be  mended  or 
relaid,  filthy  streets  and  pestilential  tene- 
ment houses  must  be  cleaned,  and  proper 
steps  must  be  taken  to  drive  out  infections 
diseases  by  prompt  measures.  Under  exis- 
ting conditions  nothing  is  done  to  check  the 
spread  of  a  disease  until  it  is  too  late.  The 
men  usually  entrusted  with  the  work  know 
absolutely  nothing  of  sanitary  engineering 
and  are  therefore  always  inclined  to  waste 
valuable  time  and  unlimited  funds  in  absurd 
experiments  or  mercenary  jobs.  All  this 
can  and  should  be  changed  without  delay, 
no  matter  what  the  fate  of"  this  particular 
scheme  lor  cementing  the  streets  may  be.

Thk  extraordinary  dday  in  presenting  the 
budget  estimates  to  the  Chamber  of  Dep- 
uties is  causipg  just  indignation  to  such  of 
the  native  press  as  consider  economic  ques- 
tions of  more  importance  than  the  attacks 
upon  and  defense  of  the  present  secretaries 
of  President  Eonseca.  The  delay  may  ha 
only  the  incurable  espenum  porno  of  the 
public  departments,  to  which  all  residents 
of  Brazil  have  to  submit  ;  or  it  may  result 
from  some  intention  of  concocting  accounts 
that  the  notorious  extravagance  of  the  pro- 
visional government  may  not  appear  in  all 
its  barenesss— a  slight  veil  to  be  interposed 
by  introducing  tlmt  curious  feature  o(  Bra- 
zilian finances  which  permits  a  fiscal  year 
covering  eighteen  months  of  revenue.  '  The 
present  minister  of  finance  can  hardly  be 
suspected  of  any  desire  to  shield  Gen.  Bar- 
bosafrom  public  criticism,  unless  affairs  at 
the  Treasury  were  found  to  be  in  such  a 
condition  that  a  full  exposition  would  dam- 
age the  credit  of  the  country,  but  Barao  de 
Lucena  must  have  enough  experience  of 
financial  affairs  to  know  that  every  day's 
delay  in  presenting  his  estimates  creates  in- 
creased suspicion  as  to  the  motives  of  such 
|0elay.  It  would  be  inliniiely  preferable  to 
place  before  Congress  the  actual  state  of  the 
Treasury,  and- to  leave  to  this  the  duty  ol 
providing  measures  lor  the  recovery  ol  mis- 
applied funds,  or  illicit  trafficking  in  the 
nation's  credit—  if  it  can  b;  proved  that  such 
exist — than  to  keep  the  country  in  a  state  of 
suspense,  and  thus  lead  to  the  suspicion  of 
practices  of  personal  aggrandizement  that 
may  possibly  be  entirely  without  foundation. 
Two  months  of  the  congressional  session 
are  past,  and  no  budgets  are  presented  to 
the  legislature.  Let  Haraode  Lucena- exert 
his  recognized  activity  and  present  his  bal- 
ance sheet  without  further  delay. 


Pkrhaps  it  is  impolitic  to  anticipate  trou- 
ble in  connection  with  the  acts  of  a  young 
and  inexperienced  government,  because 
such  a  course  may  serve  to  raise  difficulties 
and  to  excite  distrust.  Anticipating  an  evil, 
however,  furnishes  the  best  means  of  pro- 
viding against  it,  and  to  that  end  we  must 
invite  the  attention  of  those  who  are  more 
interested  in  building  up  a  rational  and 
prosperous  government  than  in  supporting 
the  fortunes  of  a  few  individuals.  We  are 
now  enduring,  as    best  we  can,    the  evils  of 

abnormally   low  rates   of  exchange the 

lowest  the  country  has  seen  since  die  Para- 
guayan war.  There  is  no  war,  nor  other 
public  calamity  draining  our  resources  ;  the 
countiy  is,  and  has  long  been  enjoying  pro- 
found peace.  Immigration  is  flowing  in, 
the  country  never  had  a  larger  laboring 
population,  and  she  never  had  a  better  pros- 
pect for  large  and  profitable  crops.  And 
yet,  notwithstanding  all  this,  we  now  have 
an  exchange  rale  fluctuating  between  15 
and  16  pence,  the  costs  ol  living  have  risen 
fully  50  per  cent,  rents  have  advanced,  and 
even  the  prices  of  domestic  products  have 
gone  up  fully  as  much  as  those  affected  by 
the  rale  of  exchange.  All  this  means  that 
Brazil  has  become  an  exceptionally  expen- 
sive country  to  live  in.  For, one  reason,  or 
another,  this  country  is 'very  largclv  depen- 
dent upon  the  outside  world  for  what  the 
people  need  to  make  life  enjoyable.  Their 
food  and  clothing,  their  luxuries  and  amuse- 
ments nearly  all  come  from  abroad.  Flour, 
rice,  dried  beef,  potatoes,  hats,  shirts,  silks, 
cottons,  machinery,  tools,  furniture  and  a 
hundred  other  necessary  things  all  figure  in 
the  list  of  imports,  and  every  viniem  added 
to  their  cost  must  come  out  of  the  people 
and  add  to  their  burdens.  It  is  therefore  a 
matter  of  importance  to  them  when  the  co-its 
of  these  imported  goods  are  increased,  whe- 
ther by  higher  rates,  or  through  'a  -lower 
exchange,  or  through  payment  of  duties  in 
gold.  While  we  fully  believe 'in  the  prin- 
ciple of  collecting  import  duties  in  gold; 
tltis  should  never-be  made  an  unnecessarv 
tax  upon  the  people,  nor  an  extra  bu^ren 
upon  their  resources.  "The  exceptional  po- 
sition in  which  Brazil  is  placed  renders  it 
necessary  to  apply  this  principle  in  such  a 
manner  that  the  people  will  suffer  no  new 
hardship  through  its  application.  In  the 
United  States  the  people  were  not  depen- 
dent upon  the  outside  world  either  for  food 
or  clothing,  and  their  attention  was  therefore 
rare!)'  ever  called  to  gold  duties  as  a  cause 
ol  high  prices.  Here  the  contrary  is  the 
rule,  and  the  collection  of  duties  in  gold  at 
such  a  time  as  this  can  not  lail  to  seriously 
affect  their  means  of  living.  In  view  of  this, 
we  believe  that  the  government  should  take 
this  question  of  gold  duties  into  mature  con- 
sideration before  trying  to  enforce  the  new 
order  which  is  to  go  into  effect  on  October 


1st.  We  know  that  much  hardship  among 
poor  people  has  been  caused  by  these  high 
prices  and  that  widespread  discontent  pre- 
vails. A  little  more  and  we  shall  have 
strike:!  and  riots,  and  possibly  something 
even  worse.  It  will  be  wise,  therefore,  to 
think  well  before  adding  another  ten  or  twen- 
ty per  cent  to  the  costs  of  Mving,  for  it  may 
be  the  one^  straw  needed  to  bring  down  the 
whole  structure  about  our  ears.  If  the  gov- 
ernment considers  i.  necessary  to  have  the 
gold,  then  let  it  apply  to  Congress  at  once 
for  permission  to  lower  the  schedule  rates 
levied  on  imports  while  exchange  shall  con- 
tinue below  20  pence.  A  reduction  of 
25  to  40  per  cent  would  give  immeasurable 
relief  to  the  country,  and  would  still  keep 
the  revenue  above  what  the  receipts  were 
estimated  at  in  the  last  budget.  The  min- 
ister has  again  and  again  stated  that  the  col- 
lection of  duties  in  gold  was  not  designed 
in  increase  the  revenue,  or  customs  taxa- 
tion, hence  there  can  be  no  reversal  of  policy 
in  a  measure  designed  to  keep  the  costs  of 
living  within  the  means  of  the  people.  A 
lull  treasury  wrung  from  the  little  earnings 
"fan  impoverished  people  is  the  most  dan- 
gerous possession  that  any  country  can  have.

RIO  GRANDE  DO  SUL. 

On  Ihe  S'.h  the  Tempo  published  the  following 
telegram  : 

"  I'eloias,  August  7, 

"The  opposition  leaders  in  this  state  held  in 
this  city  an  important  meeting,  which  was  attended 
by  Visconde  de  Pelotas,  who  came  from  Porto 
Alegre,  Barao  de  Ilaqui,  from  Bage,  Barons  de  S. 
Luiz  and  Santa  Tecla  and  other  prominent  leaders. 

"Nothing  has  been  divulged  as  to  what  took 
place  at  this  meeting. 

"  Visconde  de  Pelotas  and  Barao  de  Itaqtii  deny 
that  they  came  to  attend  tile  meeting  and  say  that 
their  coming  was  due  to  private  motives. 

"  General  Aslrogildo,  ihe  political  leader  at 
Jaguarao,  was  represented  at  the  meeting. 

"The  opposition  has  "recently  displayed  great 
activity,  sending  emissaries  to  different  parts  of 
the  stale. 

"Visconde  de  Pelotas,  notwithstanding  the  state 
ol  his  health,  is  in  constant  movement. 

•"These  events  coincide  with  the  altitude  of  the 
opposition  press  since  the  election  of  Dr.  Julio  de 
Castilhos  to  the  office  of  governor  of  the  state.  It 
has  published  violent  articles,  telling  the  people 
that  they  have  to  choose  between  slavery  and  rev- 
olution/' 

On  the  same  day  that  paper  published  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"  Porto  Alegre,  Aug.  7. 

'■[t  is  currently  reported  in  this  city  that  the 
smugglers,  whose  interests  have  suffered  with  the 
establishment  of  a  fiscal  cordon  on  the  frontier,  are 
preparing  for  an  insurrection  in  die  southern  part 
of  die  state,  if  thai  cordon  is  not  removed." 

Commenting  on  these  telegrams,  the  Tempo  says 
that,  taken  in  connection  with  the  state  of  affairs 
in  Rio  Grande,  they  lead  to  the  well  grounded  be- 
lief that  public  order  will  be  disturbed  in  that  slate. 
Powerful  reasons  urge  o\\  the  people  of  Rio 
Grande,  it  says,  to  induce  them  to  resist  the  un- 
warranted intervention  of  the  general  government 
in  the  affairs  of  the  -late  and  to  defend  their  right 
to  self-government.  And  the  feeling  which,  thus 
inspires  them,  adds  that  paper,  is  shared  by  the 
people  of  other  slates,  deprived,  like  Rio  Grande, 
ol  the  right  to  manage  their  affairs  as  they  see  best. 

Besides,  it  says,  the  interests  of  the  people  on 
Ihe  Irontier  are  opposed  10  the  fiscal  cordon  that 
has  been  established  to  prevent  smuggling.  The 
/'capo  thinks  that  the  revolutionary  movement  is 
encouraged  by  the  merchants  of  Montevideo  in- 
terested in  illicit  trade  across  the  boundary  between 
the  two  countries  and  believes  that  depots  of  arms 
for  the  revolutionists  have  been  established  in 
Uruguay  near  the  line,  so  that  these  arms  may  be 
carried  into  Rio  Grande  at  a  moment's  notice. 

"Either  we  are  much  deceived  by  the  reports 
we  have  received,"  concludes  the  Tempo,  "  or  in  a 
few  days  a  revolution  will  break  out  fu  Rio  Grande 
do  Sub" 

For  a  long  time,  as  our  readers  are  aware,  re- 
ports   have    persistently  circulated   in   regard  to  a 

anJuhe  uneasiness  of  the  authorities  in  that  state 
i^Bhown  by  what  we  take  from  a  local  journal  and 
publish  in  another  part  of  this  paper  in  regard,  to 
occurrences  at  Santa  Anna  do  Liviamento.  Be- 
side-, a  tele-ram  of  ihe  6lh,  published  in  the  Pah, 
alludes  to  the  anxiety  caused  to  the  people  of 
Porio  Alegre  by  ihe  assembling  of  troops  ai  that 
place  and  by  the  military  organisation  which  has 
been  given  10  the  police  force. 

In  addition  to  all  this  it  is  known  that  con- 
siderable discontent  was  caused  among  the  troops 
in,  Rio  Grande  by  the  promotions  made  in  the 
army  in  January  1890,  and  it  is  believed  that  the 
discontent  thus  engendered  has  never  entirely. dis- 
appeared. There  are  nearly  6,000  troops  in  thai 
stale  and,  if  the  majority  of  ihese  should  side  with 
the  revolutionists,  they  would  constitute  a  pretty 
large  nucleus  for  the  organisation  of  the  revolu- 
tummy  force. 

At  the  present  time,  m  view  of  the  general  dis- 
content throughout  the  country,  a  revolution  in 
Rio  Grande  would  be  a  very  serious  event.

Legislative  Notes 


AUGUST  r,—  Senate.—  The  committee  on  grants 
and  public  works  reported  in  favor  of  granting  an 
exclusive  privilege  to  Dr.  Pedro  Souto  Maior  and 
Jose1  EustaqUio  Ferreira  Jacobina  for  navigating 
the  River  Madeira  between  Santo  Antonio  and  a 
poinl  at  10  20'  S.L.,  near  the  mouth  of  the  river 
Bern.  Asa  mark  of  respect  for  the  memory  of 
deceased  Senator  Serrano  the  Senate  adjourned  to 
the  following  day.  Chamber  of  Deputies.  — Dep\xly 
Onicica  spoke  in  regard  to  affairs  in  Alagoas  in 
which  the  lieutenant. governor  persists  in  holding 
office,  although  he  has  since  his  election  been  ap- 
pointed judge,  thus  violating  the  state  constitution, 
which  establishes  incompatibility  between  the  two 
offices.  In  connection  with  his  colleague,  Deputy 
Gabino  Besouro,  he  moved  that  the  committee  on 
legislation  be  instructed  to  frame  a  law  in  regard 
to' the  violation  of  stale  constitutions  in  default  ol 
a  stale  com  1  for  judging  such  cases.  Deputy  Pires 
Ferreira  introduced  a  bill  in  regard  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  army  and  Deputy  Retumba  a  bill  an- 
nexing ihe  meteorological  bureau  to  the  hydro- 
graphic  bureau.  Deputy  Epitacio  spoke  in  defence 
of  Barao  de  Lucena.  Deputy  Cesario  da  Motta 
protested  against  the  railway  grants  illegally  made 
by  the  general  government  m  ihe  state  of  S.  Paulo. 
There  are,  he  says,  no  less  than  six  of  these 
grants,  viz  :  the  road  from  S.  Joao  to  Santos ;  that 
from  Araraquara  to  Matto  Grosso;  that  from 
Paraty  to  Iguape;  that  from  Amparo  to  Taubate; 
the  extension  of  the  liragantina  road  to  Santos  and 
die  Cruziero  road.  S.  Paulo,  he  says,  loves  the 
union,  but  it  is  able  to  live  alone  and  the  whole 
people,  without  distinction  of  party,  demands  that 
ihe  rights  of  ihe  state  shall  be  respected.  The 
Chamber  rejected  ihe  amendment  of  the  Senate  to 
the  bill  making  an  appropriation  lor  the  pay  of 
senators  and  deputies.  The  incompatibility  bill 
passed  with  some  amendments  in  3rd  discussion. 
Deputy  Anstides  Lotio  spoke  in  defence  ol  ihe  bill 
for  limiting  the  powers  of  governors  of  unorganized 
slates.  Deputies  Baptista  da  Motta,  Bada.6  and 
Goncalves  Chaves  spoke  on  the  bill  prohibiting  the 
use  of  tides  and  decorations. 

Augusi  3.—  Senate.—  The  Senate,  by  a  vote  of 
34  10  2.  sustained  its  amendment  to  the  bill  making 
an  appropriation  for  the  pay  of  senators  and  depu. 
lies.  Senator  Generoso  Marques  defended  the  col- 
lection of  import  duties  ■  by  the  state  of  Parana. 
Senator  Americo  Lobo  offered  a  resolution  for  re- 
storing the  property  confiscated  at  the  lime  of  the 
rebellion  of  1790.  The  lull  for  the  compulsory 
retirement  of  military  officers  passed  in  2ml  dis- 
cussion, Art.  3  being  rejected.  Chamber  of  Depu- 
ties.— Deputy  Custodib  de  Mello  introduced  a  bill 
on  promotions  in  the  navy.  Deputy  Franca  Car- 
valho  introduced  a  bill  for  maintaining  the  life 
tenure  of  judicial  officers  in  the  whole  union,  On 
motion  of  Deputy  Bernardino  de  Campos,  chair- 
man of  the  special  committee  on  the  boundary 
treaty,  the  chamber  resolved  to  meet  on  Thursday 
in  committee  of  ihe  whole  for  the  purpose  of  hear- 
ing the  explanations  of  the  negotiator  of  that 
treaty.  Deputies  Antonio  Azevedo  and  Caetano 
de  Albuquerque  moved  that  the  government  be 
asked  to  furnish  information  in  regard  to  the  dis- 
turbances in  Matto  Grosso.  Deputy  Fonseea 
Hermes  spoke  in  defence  ol  President  Deodoro. 
Ait.  I  of  the  bill  for  limiting  the  powers  of 
governors  of  unorganized  states  passed  in  1st  dis- 
cussion. Deputy  Gabiiio  Besouro,  m  speaking  of 
I. lent.  Aimibal  Cardoso,  appealed  to  all  good  re- 
publicans to  rally  around  the  republic  which,  he 
says,  appears  lo  life  laboring  in  the  throes  of  dis- 
solution. 

August  4.— Senate.—  A  communication  was  re- 
ceived from  the  minister  of  finance  staling  that  the 
amount  of  gold  sold  in  the  custom-house  of  this 
city  was  £2, 203, 391,  producing  29,^71 ,  191  $644, 
the  government's  profit  being  9, 394,045^6 15, 
Senator  Catuuda  called  attention  to  the  expediency 
of  a  speedy  report  from  the  special  committee  for 
framing  an  electoral  law.  Senator  Saraiva  stated 
ihat  the  senatois  on  the  committee  had  already 
agreed  and  Senator  Ubaldino  do  Amaral  said  ihat 
he  thought  the  joint  committee  would  be  ready  to 
report  during  the  coming  week.  Senator  Americo 
Lobo  offered  a  substitute  for  the  bill  on  govern- 
ment properly.  The  president,  considering  this 
substitute  unconstitutional,  declared  that  he'could 
only  permit  its  discussion  as  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution.  Senator  Americo  Lobo  then  moved 
that  the  bill  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
finance,  ami  ihe  motion  was  voted  by  ihe  senate. 
Chamber  0/  Deputies. — Deputy  Felisbello  Freire 
introduced  a  lull,  signed  by  himself  and  others, 
fixing  the  boundaries  of  the  slate  ol  Sergipe. 
Deputy  Alcindo  Guanabara  protested  against  the 
views  of  the  minister  ol  agriculture  in  regard  to 
railway  legislation  and  moved  that  the  communica- 
tion from  the  minister  on  this   subject   be  referred 
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to  Itie  committee  on  le^islatinu.  Deputy  Hellnr- 
mino  de  Mendonca  introduced  a  lull  for  restoring 
to  active  service  in  the  ni  my  and  navy  Visconde'de 
Maracaju  and  llarrio  de  Ladariii.  Deputy  Rernnr- 
dino  de  Campos  introduced  a  bill,  signed  1  >y  him- 
self ami  Others,  annulling  nil  tlie  railway  grants 
•  made  liy  the  government  since  the  ^41)1  February, 
The  committee  on  the  budget  reported  in  lavor  of 
sustaining' the  rejection  of  the  Senate  ■amendment 
to  the  bill  making  an  appropriation  for  the  pay  of 
senators  and  deputies.  Deputy  Angelo  Pinheito 
stated  that  the  minister  for  agriculture  will  not 
Sign  the  grants  for  railways  from  Araraquaru  to 
Matto  Grosso  and  from  the  Pragantinn  road  to 
Santos.  He  added  that  the  state  legislature  of  S, 
Paulo  docs  not  object  to  the  railway  from  S.  J080 
to  Santos.  Deputy  Thomas  Delfino  introduced  a 
bill  suspending  the  budget  of  the  municipal  council 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  prohibiting  that  council  froi 
executing  contracts  and  limiting  its  action  to  purely 
administrative  functions.  Deputy  Seraedello  spoke 
in  favor  of  the  amnesty  bill.  Deputy  Costa 
Machado  opposed  the  bill  and  Deputy  Victorino 
Monteiro  defended  it.  Deputy  Aristides  Maia 
Spoke  against  the  bill  for  granting  a  pension  lit  the 
ex^Eniperor  and  Deputies  Garcia  fires  and  Fran- 
cisco iji-ycerio  in  its  favor,  paying  a  glowing 
tribute  to  D.  Pedro.  The  latter  deputy's  speech 
was  interrupted  by  protests  from  Deputies  [.opes 
Trovao,  Anfriso  Fmlho  ami  Bevilaqua,  and  he  left 
the  tribune  without  being  able  to  conclude  it. 

Ai:gust  g. — Senate. — Senator  Americo  Loho 
moved  that  the  government  be  asked  to  give  infor- 
mation as  to  the  cause  of  the  inability  of  the 
Central  and  Leopoldina  railways  to  carry  the  mer- 
chandise shipped  at  their  stations.  Senator  IJhal- 
dino  do  Amaral  introduced  a  bill  on  public  lands. 
On  motion  oi  the  same  senator  the  bill  granting  a 
privilege  (or  the  navigation  of  the  Madeira  rivet- 
was  laid  over  for  eight  days.  Chamber,  of  Deputies. 
— Deputy  Antaode  Faria  moved  that  the  govern- 
ment be  asked  to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  contract  for 
paving  the  streets  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  also  of  the 
reciprocity  agreement  with  the  United  States. 
Deputy  Bueno  de  Paiva  recited  complaints  against 
the  administration  of  the  Central  railway.  Deputy 
Garcia  Fires  introduced  a  bill  regulating  the  re- 
demption of  bank  notes.  The  amnesty  bill  was 
voted  in  2nd  discussion.  The  chamber  rejected  by 
96  votes  to  8  the  Senate  amendment  to  the  bill 
making  an  appropriation  Tor  the  pay  of  senators 
and  deputies.  Deputy  Am philophio  defended  the 
bill  limiting  the  powers  of  the  governors  of  un- 
organized stales.  Deputy  Pires  Ferreira  spoke 
against  the  bill  abolishing  the  use  of  titles  and 
decorations.  Deputy  Moraes  e  Barros  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  pension  for  the  ex-Emperor  and  de- 
fended the  Iatter's  conduct  in  rejecting  the  pecu- 
niary assistance  offered  him  by  the  provisional 
government.  Deputy  Caetano  de  Albuquerque 
also  warmly  defended  the  pension  bill  and  con- 
cluded his  speech,  which  wasfefrequently  inter- 
rupted, by  introducing  a  bill  for%estoring  the  ex- 
Emper'or  to  all  his  rights  as  a  Brazilian  citizen. 
This  bill  was  received  by  the  chamber  with  mingled 
protests  and  applause.  A  member  of  the  press, 
who  had  loudly  applauded,  was  excluded  from  the 
house  and  his  return  prohibited. 

AUGUST  6.— Senate.—  The  Senate  reopened  the 
3rd  discussion,  closed  .on  the  previous  day,  of  the 
bill  on  rights  ~a..ranleed  by  Art.  73,  §  3,  of  the 
constitution.  Th's  was  done  for  the  purpose  of 
permitting  debate  on  a  substitute  bill  presented 
after  the  discussioi  had  been  closed.  On  motion 
of  Senator  Jose  Hygino  the  bill  and  substitute  were 
referred  to  the  committee1  on  legislation.  On 
motion  of  Senator  Gomen.ioro  the  bill  on  powers- 
of-at'orney  and  contracts  was  referred  to  the  same 
committee.  Senator  Jose  Simeao  introduced  a  bill 
for  the  re-organisation  of  military  courts.  The 
president  requested  the  committees  to  use  all  dili- 
gence in  preparing  their  reports  so  that  the 
business  of  the  bouse  may  not  be  delayed.  He 
also  reminded  them  that  the  rules  require  them  to 
state  their  reasons  for  opinions  they  express  in 
their  reports.  Chamber  of  Deputies.— -The  Cham- 
ber met  in  committee  of  the  whole  to  hear  the 
explanations  of  Senator  Quintino  Bocayuva,  nego- 
tiator of  the  boundary  treaty  with  Argentina,  who 
spoke  from  12. 30  'o  5.30  p.m.  without  concluding 
his  speech.  Although  the  session  was  secret,  the 
press  published  an  abstract  of  that  speech,  in  which 
the  negotiator  takes  the  ground  that  the  right  of 
Brazil  to  the  disputed  territory  is  far  from  being 
clear.  He  thinks  thm  the  outcry  against  the  treaty 
is  due  to  monarchial  agitation,  which  he  considers 
it  necessary  to  repress  He  does  not  believe  that 
arbitration  would  be  favorable  to  the  claims  of 
Brazil. 

August  7,— Senate.—  There  was  read  a  com- 
munication from  the  minister  of  interior  in  answer 
to  a  request  horn  the  Senate  for  information  on 
affairs  at  Goyaz. .  In  [his  communication  the 
minister' says  that  the  governor  of  Goyaz,  sup- 
posing that  24  members  had  resigned,  ordered  an 
election  to  be  held  on  151b  September  for  filling 
their  seats.  He  added  that  'the  general  govern- 
ment, respecting  the  decision  of  the  highest 
authority  in  the  state,  does  not  see  that  it  is  re- 
quired  to  take  any  action  in  the  matter  beyond 
guaranteeing  the  legal  meeting  of.  the  local  repre- 
sentatives. A  bill  was  introduced  by  Senator  Rosa 
Junior  and  others  for  establishing  schools  for  naval 
apprentices.  Senators  Gomensoro  and  Atnaro 
Cavalcanti  introduced  a  bill  for  the  execution  of 
Art.  6  of  the  transitory  provisions  of  the  constitu- 
tion in  regard  to  the  appointment  of  federal  and 
state  judges.  The  resolution  offered  by  Senator 
Joao  Severiano  for  altering  the  rules  was  rejected, 
Ckambet  of  Deputies.— .Deputy  Belfort  Vieira  pro- 
tested against  the  announced  sale  by  the  general 
government  of  plantations  which,  in  virtue  of  the 
constitution,  belonged  to  the  state  of  Maranhao. 
Depity  Aristides  Loho  complained  that  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Chamber  in  the  secret  session  of 
the  previous  day  had  been  divulged  to  the  press 
and  asked  to  be  informed  whether  the  chair  was 
able  to  preserve  liie  secresy  of  the  present  session. 
The  secretary  stated  thai,  on  the  previous  day  the 
chair  bad  caused  the  gallery  to  be  examined  three 
times.  Precautions  of  the  same  kind  would  be 
taken  again,  so  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  the 
proceedings  to  be  divulged  except  through  the  in- 
discretion of  the  deputies.  Deputy  Francisco 
Sodre  protested  against  the  appointment  of  judges 
by  the  federal  government   in    Bahia,  a  state  that 


has  already  been  legally  organized.  Deputy  Ser- 
zedello  demanded  a  nominal  vote  on  the  bill  for 
restoring  the  rights  of  citizenship  to  the  ex- 
Empeior.  He  wished,  he  said,  to  draw  a  line 
be  veen  republicans  and  monarchists.  The  bill 
was  rejected  by  103  voles  to  10.  The  Chamber 
decided  to  remove  its  sittings  to  the  building  for- 
merly occupied  by  the  Chamber  af  Deputies  and 
instructed  the  chair  to  ask  tlie  government  to  have 
tie  building  put  in  order  for  that  purpose.  The 
special  committee  on  the  boundary  treaty  made  its 
report  and  on  motion  of  Deputy  Aristides  Lobothe 
Chamber  decid  d  that  this  report  should  not  he 
published  unless  it  shouhl  be  so  ordered  in  com- 
mittee of  the  whole.  The  Chamber  then  went 
inlo  committee  and  Senator  Quintino  Pocayuva  re 
sumed  the  speech  wh-ch  he  had  commenced  on  the 
previous  .lay.  He  argued  to  prove  that  the 
monarchy  bad  decided  to  cede  a  part  of  the  terri- 
tory claimed  by  Brazil.  Now,  however,  for  the 
purpose  of  damaging  the  eau.;e  of  the  republic,  the 
monarchists  all  oppose  the  treaty.  It  is  necessary, 
lie  says,  for  the  republicans  to  unite  and  defend 
that  cause  against  the  monarchists,  who  are  grow- 
ing bolder  and  bolder  every  day.  The  dissensions 
between  the  legislative  and  executive  branches  oi 
the  government  should  cease,  for  only  in  union  can 
there  be  found  strenglh  to  resist  the  current  of 
monarchical  ideas,  which  constantly  grows  fuller 
and  slronger.  For  his  part,  willing  to  sacrifice  his 
own  self-esteem  on  the  altar  of  his  own  country 
and  seeing  that  the  trealy  has  become  a  stumbling- 
block  10  the  republic,  he  does  not  hesitate  to  advise 
congress  to  reject  it.

— The  Jornal  do  Commercio  of  Porto  Alegre, 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  says  that  city  is  devasted  by 
smali-pox,  measles,  typhus,  diphtheria  and  other 
diseases  of  a  bad  character.  Add  to  that  ihe  fight 
between  political  factions  and  Porto  Alegre  has 
quite  enough  to  keep  her  population  busy. 

-At  the  office  of  the  fief ot  ma,  in  Porto  Alegre, 
the  friends  oi  ex-Senator  Silveira  Marlins  cele- 
brated his  birthday  on  the  5th.  Many  speeches 
were  made  and  toasts  were  drunk  to  Silveira 
Martins,  to  the  independent  press,  to  liberty,  to 
Demetrio  Ribeiro,  Jose  Simeao,  Custodio  de  Mello 
and  others. 


— A  Pcrnnmbuco  telegram  of  the  4th  says  1  tint 
the  drouth  continues  in  the  interior  ami  that  many 

persons  are  reported  to  have  died  of  siarvalion. 

—According  to  census'  returns  still  subject  to 
revision,  the  state  of  Rio  da  Janeiro  has  a  popula- 
tion of  840,000,  of  whom  235,705  can  read  and 
write. 

— The  governor  ol  Sergipe  has  given  orders  Hint 
no  opposition  journal  .shall  he  received  at  his 
official  residence.  Is  the  governor  afraid  of  being 
converted  ?  t 

—  A  friend  of  Gov.  Portella  defends  the  numerous 

banquets  that  the  governor  gives  and  receives  on 
the  ground  that  a  man  who  works  so  hard  shouhl 
eat  very  much. 

—  In  Santa' Anna  do  Uvranienlo,  says  the  I'nido 
National  of  Huge,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul.  the  national 
guard  has  been  Called  into  service  on  account  of 
the  rumors  of  an  attempt  at  revolution,  ami  the 
order  has  been  execu  :d  with  the  utmost  brutality, 
Many  persons,  to  avoid  being  forced  into  the 
service,  had  lied  inlo  Uruguay,  taking  their 
families,  laborers  and  cattle.  On  many  plantations 
not  a  single  person  had  been  left.  Three  regi- 
ments of  tlie  national  guard  bad  been  assembled 
and  two  more  were  expected.  The  rath  regiment 
of  cavalry  was  held  in  constant  readiness,  and 
Gen.  Isidoro  never  left  his  headquarters  without 
being  attended  by  a  guard  of  eight  troopers.  A 
force  was  sent  lo  arrest  Col.  David  Martins.  It 
surrounded  his  bouse,  but  he  was  not  at  home. 
Reports  were  circulated  that  Gen.  Astrogildo  was 
marching  on  Livramenta  with  800  men.

—The  governor  ol  Bahia  111  his  message  to  the 
stale  legislature  advises  the  sale  of  the  Santo 
Amaro  railway.

—The  president  of  Minis  Geraes  has  fined  the 
Leopoldina  and  Sapucahy  railways  4,000$  each  for 
irregularities  in  the  freight  and  passenger  service. 

—  It  is  stated  thai,  in  view  of  the  Opposition  in 
S.  Paulo  to  the  plan  of  connecting  the  port  of 
Santos  with  the  Bragantina  railway,  the  govern- 
ment, has  decided  not  to  sign  the  respective  con- 
tract. 


Coffee  Notes 


—The  Correio  de  Campinas  slates  that  a  disease 
has  appeared  among  the  coffee  trees  near  the 
station  of  Luiz  Gonzaga,  S.  Paulo.  The  leaves 
of  the  trees  attacked  with  this  disease  turn  black 
and  are  covered  with  a  black  powder  and  the  fruit 
falls  off.  On  examining  the  leaves  with  a  micro- 
scope there  is  discovered  a  network  resembling  the 
roots  of  the  guape\  In  the  midst  of  this  network 
are  seen  mushroom-shaped  fungi,  ovula  and 
numerous  and  very  active  ammalcula  in  form  re- 
sembling cockroaches.  The  Co>rao  says  that  over 
200,000  trees  have  been  attacked  with  the  disease. 


Local  Notes 


—  Fresh  meat  has  recently  been  sold  to  con- 
sumers for  600  and  700  reis-pev  kilo. 

—  It  is  slated  that  a  counterfeit  50$  of  the  Banco 
de  Brazil  has  been  detected  in  the  custom-house. 

—The  laying  of  [be  submarine  cable  between 
Brazil  and  the  United  Stales  was  completed  on  the 
gih  inst. 

—Two  mure  important  laws  have  been  passed 
and  signed— both  conceding  leave  of  absence  fo 
judges. 

—Twenty-one  tin  boxes  and  two  trunks,  con- 
taining  private  manuscripts,  were  delivered  by  the 
government  to  the  Emperor's  attorney  on  the  5th. 

—Dr.  Mello  Barreto,  president  of  the  Com- 
panhia  Geral  de  Estradas  de  Ferro,  has  been  made 
Visconde  de  Mejlo  Barreto  by  the  Portuguese 
government. 

—It  is  depressing   to  know   that  Gen.  Quintino 

still  clings  to  the  delusion  that  every  man  who 
does  not  agree  with  him,  is  a  monarchist.  We 
might  just  as  well  claim  that  every  man  who  does 
agree  with  him,  is  a  fool. 

—The  man  Jose  Maria  Rodrigues  Braga,  who 
swindled  the  Banco  Franco  Brnzileiro  out  of  3,000$ 
by  means  ol  a  forged  cheque,  was  Captured  in  Victo- 
ria on  the  8th  111st.  He  was  an  employe  of  tlie 
bank  and  cunfesses  the  crime.

-Tbe  British  squadron  on  this  .-oast,  consisting 
of  Ihe  Cleopatra,  Benglt  and  Basilisk  n.  rived  heie 
on  the  51I1  inst.  .It  is  probable  ihat  they  will  re- 
main  here  until  Noven  her  nexl.  and  it  may  he 
expected  that  their  officers  will  contribute  much  to 
revive  an  interest  in  social  festivities  in  our  almost 
lifeless,  colony. 

—The  Jornal  do  Commercio  does  not  approve 
of  the  sanitary  regulations  which  the  government 
recenlly  presented  to  Congress  for  approval.  1  i,,,- 
colleague  considers  them  loo  centralized  in  cha- 
racier.  It  makes  everything  dependent  upon  ihe 
port  authorities  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  b-av-s  *ery 
little  to  the  discretion  of  ihe  local  authorities  of 
distant  ports  in  oiber  slates. 

—  If  the  petition  ol  Messina  Ribeiro  da  Silva  is 
granted  it  will  cause  another  revolution  in  Brazil. 
He  wants  the  minister  of  agriculture  lo  refund 
24$  which  be  had  expended  in  revenue  stamps  on 
a  mining  privilege  which  was  to  be  dispatched  in 
his  lavor,  but  was  afterwards  prejudiced,  If  all 
the  stamps  used  ml  concessions  were  lo  he  re- 
funded m  ibis  wnv,  the  government  revenue  would 
be  greatly  reduced. 

—  Ii  is  announced  that  the   port    llenith  nuthnri- 

ties  wdl  lake  sieps  to  check  the  spread  of  smnll-pox 
in  the  shipping.  One  of  the  measures  proposed  is 
the  vaccination  of  ail  ihe  sailors  on  board  their  ves- 
sels. Another  should  be  ihe  removal  of  all  vessels 
from  the  neighborhood  of  the  Santa  Barbara  hos- 
pital, ami  still  another  the  thorough  disinfection  ol 
ihe  hospital  sewage  before  its  discharge  inlo  the 
bay.  It  should  be  remembered  that  infection  is 
easily  carried  by  the  tides  ami  currents  of  tin;  bay. 

-On  the  51I1  inst,,  President  Deodoro's  birth- 
day, there  was  a  dress  parade  ol  the  troops  in 
front  of  the  President's  palace.  In  this  display 
there  took  the  garrison  of  the  citv.  the  police 
force,  and  ihe  marines.  After  ihe  review  ihe 
troops  marched  through  tbe  cily  to  the  great  detri- 
ment of  traffic,  which  was  interrupted  by  tlie 
passage  of  the  soldiery.  During  tbe  day  the  Pres- 
ident received  many  calls  and  messnges  ol  con- 
gratulation, and  a  large  crowd  assembled  near  ihe 
palace  to  witness  the  pageantry. 

—The  customs  authorities  have  been  extremely 
unfortunate  in  an  attempt  at  what  is  supposed  to 
be  the  capture  of  contraband  goods  at  some  port 
to  the  north  of  this.  Some  days  ago  ihe  revenue 
cutler  Orwn  was  ordered  to  the  scene  of  action, 
but  could  not  proceed  for  want  of  coal  ;  on  the  Sih 
the  gunboat  LananSa  was  ordered  lo  replace  the 
Orion,  but  the  gunboat  returned  on  the  9th,  under 
sail,  wilh  a  disabled  engine.  If  the  smugglers  do 
not  get  out  of  the  way  after  all  this  delav,  ihev 
richly  deserve  to  be  hanged  ! 

—We  were  advised  on  Wednesday  last  thai 
small-pox  has  recently  broken  out  on  four  vessels 
anchored  near  the  Santa  Barbara  hospital.  As  ihe 
crews  have  not  been  allowed  on  shore  and  have 
not  been  exposed  in  that  way  to  contagion,  the  in- 
ference is  that  the  disease  has  been  contracted  from 
the  hospital,  either  from  the  smoke  from  burning 
clothing  or  the  drainage  into  the  bay.  The  danger 
is  so  serious  that  the  port  health  authorities  ought 
to  at  once  take  sleps  to  have  every  ship  removed 
from  the  neighborhood  of  that  pest-house. 

—The  proposition  in  Congress  on  the  6th  to 
restore  the  Emperor  to  Brazilian  citizenship  had  so 
exbilerating  an  effect  on  a  young  man  employed 
on  the  repertorial  slaffiof  ihe  Jornal  do  Commercio 
that  he  could  not  restrain  his  enthusiasm.  He 
clapped  his  hands  anil  cheered  the  proposition  so 
demonstratively  that  the  presiding  officer  had  him 
expelled  Eroni  the  chamber,  and  then,  to  complete 
his  discomfiture,  lie  was  politely  dismissed  from 
the  employ  of"  that  .journal.  The  lesson  should 
leach  the  young  man  two  things  :  jst,  that  an  out- 
sider should  mind  his  own  business  in  congress; 
and,  2nd,  that  a  reporter  should  never  compro- 
mise  the  paper  which  employs  him  bv  such  an  ex- 
pression of  personal  opinion. 

—As  was  to  be  expected  the  first  symptoms  of 
the  hreakm'g-up  of  the  scandalous  speculations  here 
are  criminal.  The  police  have  arrested  two  men 
charged  with  forging — or  in  some-manner  issuing 
—bills  to  the  extent  ot  15,000,000$,  on  which 
appear  the  names  of  Sr.  Raul  de  Carvallm,  a 
wealthy  cofTee  dealer,  and  the  Bancos  da  Repub- 
lic;! and  P.niz  e  Rio.  On  the  same  day,  ttth 
inst.,  the  police  were  called  upon  to  investigate  a 
charge  that  a  bank  here  had  certified  that  money 
had  been  deposited  for  the  organization  of  a  com- 
pany, that  was  not  paid  in  ;  still  the  same  day  a 
"  curb-stone  "  broker  was  arrested  for  appropria- 
ting 45,000$,  but  be  appears  to  have  proved  his 
innocence  ;  and  still  further  on  the  same  day  there 
arrived  under  arrest  from  Victoria,  a  former 
employe  of  the  Banco  Brazileirn,  who  has  con- 
fessed to  having  cashed  forged  che.]ues  on  the 
bank  to  the  extent  of  12,000$.  If  this  is  not  a 
pretty  chronicle  [or  one  day  we  are  a!  a  h>ss  to 
produce  a  better,  unless  from  the  pages  of  the 
"  Police  Gazette."
